SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The 3 1/2" computer disk Untitled (the disk) which is also known as Baltic Jung-Frau 
Schule is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The Classification Office considers that the disk tends both to promote and support the 
exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes and to promote and support the 
coercion of any person to submit to sexual conduct. The disk does so by using the 
theme of teenage sexuality and the manipulation of vulnerable teenagers in a manner 
that is designed to sexually titillate the reader. The disk reinforces the viability and 
legitimacy of the subject material and the type of conduct within the realm of sexual 
fantasy. The availability of the disk is therefore likely to be injurious to the public good. 

The disk contains 44 text files. The text files all appear in the form of individual 
chapters of a sexual fantasy. The text files describe events in an exclusive boarding 
school for females. The disk exploits a storyline of a school that operates under an 
authoritarian and hierarchical system of rules and regulations which are enforced by 
both the staff of the school and senior pupils. The rules are enforced by a system 
based on reward and punishment. The system of rewards and punishment is 
conducted on a similar basis including body piercings and the use of weights and 
clamps on nipples and genitals. The descriptions of the piercings and female genitals 
are emphasised in the publication, as is the idea that the genitals are those of young 
teenage females. The disk also provides a sustained and vivid description of students 
performing a particular form of obeisance to their superiors. This form of deference is 
displayed in a number of ways. The most common means of showing deference is the 
raising of the hemline of the skirt, thereby exposing the individual's genitals for the 
benefit of the person in authority. These descriptions reinforce both the exploitation of 
young persons and the coercive nature of the sexual conduct insofar as they highlight 
the nature of the relationship between students and their teachers. The disk links the 
ideas of age and vulnerability to coercion to legitimise the form of punishment and 
further titillate the reader. 
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The Classification Office has expressly taken into consideration the New Zealand Bill 
of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act), and specifically si 4 of that Act. However, as s3(2) of 
the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 takes precedence over si 4 
of the NZBR Act no further consideration need be given to si4. 
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
